Tar Shanghai Cotzier saya :—Our readers 
willloarn with regret of the death of Captain 
Thoinns Lyell, marine surveyor, of Chefoo. 
Captain Lyell was one of tha oldest forcign 
residents in the: Far East, and was well 
Town in fll the porta of China, Hoe wasa 
most. prominent man in Chefoo, - highly 
respected by the residents thoro, and visiters 
fomd in him a host whose kindness knew 
no bounda. . His death removes one of tho 
links binding the past: with the present,— 
Jinks, of which there are now fow remaining. 
He had been in failing health for’ some 
months past, and died on Stinday last, ut 
tho good age, for residents out here, of 62, 


A neavy thunder-storm, accompanied by 
rain ond hail, passed over tho Shanghai 
Settlomont early on the morning of the 20th 
instant.
